FRISKY BEARS. 


They Worry the Bulls 
in New York. 


Something of a Panic on the 
Stock Exchange. 


A Great Break in Prices 
of Securities. 


No Anxiety in Respect to Any 
of the Banks. 


The Sub-Treasury a Debtor to the Clearing- 
house—Philadsiphia Banks Want Re- 
mittances—-A Prominent Firm 


Goes to the Wall. \ 
) 


NEW YORK, July 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Today was sarcastic- 
ally described by the brokers as “‘ban- 
ner day.’ A large portion of the day 
the Stock Exchange presented a_ sit- 
uation very close to a pafiic. At times 
the sale of investment stocks proceeded 
in such a volume and with such vio- 
lence as has never before been wit- 
nessed, except in the worse days of 1873. 
London bought for a time, but proved 
quite powerless to stem the tide of 
liquidation. Some of the best stocks on 
the market broke from 4 points up, 
Lake Shore particularly, netting 7 
points; New York Central, 4%; West- 
ern Union, 7. 

One extraordinary incident was the 


sale of 1200 shares of Evansville and + 
A 


Terre Haute stock, not active on the 
exchange. They were sold “un- 
der the rule” for an embarrassed 
broker, and although the price was 
quoted yesterday at 126 bid, no buyer 
was found today until the stock was of- 
fered at 75, a decline of 56 points in a 
day, probably unparalleled in the rec- 
ords of the Stock Exchange. 

The bears had it entirely their own 
way. There was no opposition to their 
onslaughts. The announcement of the 
failure of H. I. Nicholas & Co. added 
zest, and prices tumbled right and left 
and without rhyme or reason. As an 
iHuetration of this, the case of the 
Manhattan Elevated may be cited. 
The earnings of that company were 
never so great before in its history at 
this time of the year; the road is in 
splendid condition, and there was ab- 
solutely no reason or cause far decline 
in its stock. At 2:30 p.m. bankers and 
brokers of prominence said there was a 
poor tone to the market, but would 
not say whether bottom prices had 
been touched yet for any Stock Ex- 
change securities. 

The president of a leading national 
bank said this morning: ‘‘The banks 
here are perfectly strong, and although 
there may be two or three small 
banks which would have a hard time 
but for the protection afforded by the 
clearing-house, there is not the slight- 
est reason for any anxiety in regard to 
them.”’ 

The sub-treasury was a debtor to the 
clearing-house today to the amount of 
$390,000, and settled the balance in gold. 
It is almost entirely out of currency, 
especially small bills. Bank officials 
said the situation in that respect was 
pretty bad. It is estimated that about 
$1,000,000 was shipped to the country 
today by New York banks. Much of it 
was in gold. Rumors were plentiful 
today of receivers for several well- 
known corporations, including two rail- 
road companies, many, however, of 
which were utterly baseless. 

With reference to the condition of 
Philadelphia banks, theePress of that 
city today asserts that New York 
banks owe Philadelphia banks about 
$9,000,000, while Philadelphia banks owe 
New York banks $6,000,000. “The New 
York bankers,”’ it states, “say that the 
money which the New York banks owe 
Philadelphia is mainly on reserve ac- 
counts. The money which the Philadel- 
phia banks owe the New York hanks is 
for drafts sent for collection, and 
money which they have ‘received 
but not remitted. The reason they give 
for not remitting us money is that they 
cannot get New York exchange except 
at a high rate of cotamission, and can- 
not spare currency. Yet thev claim a 
cash reserve of more than 58 per cent.”’ 

A dispatch-:from “hiladelpnia tonight 
says that the banks there nay a prem- 
ium for exchange, and it does not im- 
ply any weaknes whatever on the 
part of Philalelnhia banks. The rate 
for New York exchanze has averuged 
$3 per $1000 for several weeks, and in 
consequence Philadelphia is consider- 
ahly out of pocket. 


CALIFORNIA GOLD. 


An Increased Development of the Mining 
Industry Expected. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 26.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Stock Ex- 
change today adopted a resolution to 
the effect that during the next thirty 
days gold mines can be listed on the 
exchange without paying the custom- 
ary fee of $500. 
very few gold mines have been listed, 
but now operators expect a ravival of 
gold mining in California that will 
make the industry as important as in 
early, days. 


A BIG FIRM. 


Prominent New York Stock Dealers Go to 
the Wall. 

NEW YORK, July 26.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Stock Exchange firm 
of H. J. Nicholas & Co., considered to 
be quite a prominent firm, has failed. 

Nichols was a director of the Evans- 
ville and Terre Hauté¢ Railroad. On 
Monday the stock of that railroad sold 
at 1.27; today only 70 could be got for 
a single hundred shares. The house 
succumbed to a steady shrinkage of 
values, which has been going on for 


Heretofore, only a. 


months. The firm has been ‘‘bullish,” 
and credited with having a great deal 
of money in industrial bonds. 

In point of Habilities, it was surpris- 
ing, the outstanding obligations 
amounting $1,250,000. Although it was 
known that the firm was pressed for 
money, that circumstance is so common 
in Wall street now-a-days that there 
was no more apprehension on the part 
of Nichols than dozens of other firms 
not especially suspected. The firm has 
been engaged in @ general stock brok- 
erage business, dealing with a great 
number of the best stocks. The assig- 
nee said, this evening. that their col- 
lateral is splendid paper, and all they 
ask of creditors is not to be frightened 
in selling it off, but to hold on to it. 
If they do they will receive 100 cents 
on the dollar, and there will be a hand- 
some surplus for the ‘firm. 


Milts's Consolation. 
NEW YORK, July 26.—D. O. Mills, 
said to be one of the largest holders of 
Erie stocks, says in regard to a re- 


ceivership: “Undoubtedly confidence 
has received another shock, but the 
epublic must recognize the stringent 


times through which we are passing. I 
expect to hear of other failures in the 
commercial world. The trouble is that 
there is very little money, and in times 
like these embarrassments must be ex- 
pected,.”’ 


Bank President Arrested. 

DENVER, July 26.—M. J. Lawrence, 
president of the suspended People’s 
Savings Bank and of the People’s Na- 
tional Rank, has just been arrested, 
charged with grand larceny. 

Cashier Schrader of the Peoples’ 
Savings Bank, was also arresied on 
a warrant sworn out by a depositor 
on the same charge. The xzrand lar- 
ceny consists in receiving deposits 
within thirty days previous to the 
failure, 


Foraker’s Cousin Arrested. 

CINCINNATI (O.,) July 26.—Clarence 
M. Overman, late president and direc- 
tor of the Citizens’ National Bank of 
Hillsboro, O., was arrested by the 
United States Marshal today, charged 
with the embezzlement of $50,000 of the 
bank’s funds, and also with making 
false entries in a report to the Comp- 
troller of the Currency as to the bank’s 
condition on May 4, 189%. He pleaded 
not guilty. Overman is a cousin of ex- 
Coy. Foraker. 


Leading Questions. 

CHICAGO, July 26.—The preliminary 
address of the committee on the min- 
ing congress was issued today. The 
congress will be held August 3 to 6 
inclusive. Among a score of general 
topocs are the questions: “Should Sil- 
ver be Used Only in the Arts, of Also 
as Money?” “Should (Cold be the 
Sole Standard for Money Purposes, or 
Should Bimetallism be Established?” 


The Erie’s Debt. 

NEW YORK, July 26.—The decision 
to put the Erie road into the hands of 
a receiver was not reached till late yes- 
terday, as.it was found necessary to 
prevent the sacrificing of its securities. 
.The company’s floating debt is about 
$6,000,000. Considerable of it is held 
abroad, but is well secured. 


Shipping Livestock. 

DENVER, July 26.—The committee to 
devise means of caring for the desti- 
tute in this city met in executive ses- 
sion last night. It is understood ar- 
rangements were made for sending the 
unemployed to friends in the East, a 
$5 rate to all points west of Chicago 
having been secured over all railroads. 


Cannot Secure Accommodations. 

CLEVELAND, July 26.—The Avery 
Stamping Works have gone into the 
hands of a receiver. The concern ty 
solvent, but is unable to secure further 
accommodations from the banks, which 
already hold $100,000 of its paper. The 
assets are $400,000; liabilites, $300,000, 


Will Prevent Reorganization. 

NEW YORK, July 26.—It is semi- 
officially stated that there will be no 
reorganization of the Erie property, 
but that the net earnings of the next 
three years will be applied to paying 
off the floating debt 2nd thus prevent 
reorganization and assessment. 


No Legal Safeguard. 

CINCINNATI (0.,) July 26.—Powell 
Crosley, an attorney, assigned late this 
afternoon. The assets are $200,000; -lia- 
bilities unknown. He had been specu- 
lating heavily in lands, and is reported 
to have sunk money in the failed Mac- 
kay’s Spectatorium in Chicago.

Siam Cannot Understand Why France Dis- 
dains Her Reply. 

BANGKOK, July 26.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The French Minis- 
ter prior to his departure had a final in- 
terview with Devawongsee, Siamese 
Foreign Minister, who said his govern- 
ment was astonished that France con- 
sidered their reply as a refusal to com- 
ply with the ultimatum. It was impos- 
sible, he said, to accept definitely an 
indefinite proposal. France never de- 
fined her rights in Annam and Cam- 
bodia, but the King, earnestly desiring 
peace and a speedy settlement of the 
whole case, had declared his readiness 
to abandon Annam and Cambodia, and 
all posts attached, as well as_ the terri- 
tory near them, including Stungtreng 
and Khong, although these places are 
admitted to be Siamese. 


The Biack Flags. 

PARIS, July 26.—The Chinese 
Charge d'Affairs had a long interview 
with M. Develle today, in which he in- 
formed him that Siam had no territory 
east of the Mekong Kiver as far north 
as latitude 23 deg., which parallel is 
claimed by the French as the northern 
end of their influence. ile regarded it 
as unlikely that the Black Flags would 
join the Siamese in the event of hostil- 
ities with France, but thought that if 
they saw France and Siam embroiled, 
the Black Flags might resume the offen- 
sive in Tonquin. 

The police, by ordar of the govern- 
ment, are seizing the cheap maps of 
Siam offered for sale on the boulevards, 
representing the Siamese frontier in 
accordance with English ideas.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Navy Depart- 
ment has received a report of the opera- 
tions of the Bering Sea squadronin a 


letter from Capt. Ludlow of the Mo- 


Island, June 27. 

The report states that almost every 
sealing vessel known to be on the Amer- 
ican side of the sea has been warned by 
the squadron. The British ships Garnet 
and Nymphe are doing patrol work, 
boarding and warning seventeen seal- 
ers, two of which were American. 

Up to the timeof writing, the Ranger 
boarded nine American vessels and two 
British ships; the Albatross, seven 
American and fourteen British; the 
Rush, twelve American and six British, 
and the Mohican, Capt. Ludlow’s flag- 
ship, six American and one British ves- 
sel. Capt. Hooper of the Rusb re- 
ported that seven American and twenty- 
five British sealers had taken, up to 
June 14, the British 18,286 and the 
American 2394 skins. 

Capt. Ludlow says that from infor- 
mation gathered the British sealers are 
under orders from their owners not to 
violate American laws in the trans- 
shipment of skins or to enter the pro- 
hibited waters of the Bering Sea. 

The health of the squadron he reports, 
- in conclusion, is excellent. Capt. Lud- 
low states that 293 vessels altogether 
were boarded and inspected by the 
British and American men-of- war. 

The catches varied from as low as 
200 on some to as high as 1825. The 
average number, however, was between 
five and six hundred.

Further Outrages~ in 
Heathen China. 


Missionaries are Murdered for 
Preaching Peace. 


The Cruel End of Two 
Brave Swedes. 


The Remains are Left to Be 
Eaten by Dogs. 


Warned by Servants, They Refused to Filee— 
A Fatal Powder Explosion at Can- 
ton—Loss of Lite in 6 
Steamer Fire. 


VANCOUVER (BR. July %—(By 
the Associated Press.) The steamship 
Empress of India, which arrived yes- 
terday, brings details of the murder of 
two Swedish missionaries by Chinese 
fanatics at Sing-Pu. The missionaries; 
whose names were Wikholm and Johan- 
sen, reached there last April, and were 
the only religious teachers there. Sing- 
Pu is an important market-pkace north- 
east of Hankow, and contains about 
thirty thovisand inhabitants. 

The missionaries made no converts, 
but, on the contrary, their lives were 
in danger almost from the start. They 
were warned by their servants that 
they would be killed on July 1, but 
took No precautions except to send a 
letter to the magistrate demanding proe- 
tection. 

Early on the morning of July 1, their 
house was surrounded by a mob come- 
posed of loafers, tradesmen and schol- 
ars, who clamored for their blood. 
Stones were thrown at the house and 
the windows were battered in until it 
was no longer safe for the missionaries 
to remain in the house. They at- 
tempted to escape over the roofs of 
neighboring dwellings, but were fol- 
lowed by the mob. Finally, they could 
go no further, and dropped into the 
street into the ruffians’ hands. 

Their sufferings were short. Wuik- 
holm'’s skull was smashe! with an ax, 
and Rev. Mr. Johansen was speedily 
beaten out of all resemblance to human” 
shape by bamboo rods and iron bars. 
The bodies were stripped naked and 
subjected to revolting mutilations and 
were left on the street for the dogs to 
The mob then looted and burned 
the missionaries’ houses. 

Two missionaries from Hankow, in 
company with a mandarin and soldiers, 
left for Sung-Pu on July 4 to investi- 
gate the matter and recover the bodies, 

An explosion at the Canton Powder 
Works killed over fifty people and in- 
jured 300 others, and destroyed the 
homes of 2000 people. 

News was received at Hong Kong 
that the Spanish steamer San Juan, 
loaded with kerosene, which sailed June 
29 for Amoy and Manilla, had been de- 
stroyed by fire. Out of 250 people om 
board, only twenty-nine were saved. 


KEEPING IT DARK. 


Italian Authorities Permit No Reference to 
the Cholera Plague. 

LONDON, July 26.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The London agent 
of the Associated Press received a let- 
ter from an agent at Rome, saying 
that he wired last Saturday the fact 
that officials in Naples reported four 
cases of cholera there in the early 
part of last week. This telegram was 
never delivered, and was, no doubt, 
suppressed. 

The newspapers of Naples and Rome 
are silent on the subject of cholera ir’ 
any part of Italy, though it is well 
known that it exists in several places. 
Pilgrimages have been prohibited, and 
eordons Of troops enforce the prohi- 
bition.

A Gray-haired Exponent of Vengeance—Mas- 
sive Walls No Bar to Lynchers—The 
Body Dragged Through 


the Streets. 
Associated Press.) Last night B. 
«. Lightfoot, an old Grand Army 
man, was brutally murdered . by 
Dan Arata, an Italian saloon- 
keeper of unsavory fame. The mur- 


derer was placed in the County Jail. 
The matter has been discussed all 
day by the people. Many threats of 
lynching were made, but not much at- 
tention was paid to them, as it was 
thought thre e for the frontier mod 
of justice had ssed. 

This evening, however, a large mass- 
meeting of unemployed men was held 
at Fifteenht and Market streets, where 
speeches were made on the present 
financial depression and kindred topics. 
When the speakers were through a tall, 
gray-whiskered veteran, wearing the 
Grand Army uniform, mounted the 
stand and shouted “Follow me!" The 
crowd understood him, and 5000 people 
took up the march after him to the 
County Jail. 

On the way they were joined by many 
hundreds, and when the was 
reached the crowd numbered fully ten 
thousand. The jail is a new and mas- 
sive one, and it was not thought it 
could be entered by the crowd. Beams 


and every other available form of bat-- 


tering implements, however, were soon 
brought into play, and in a short time 
the outside door on the north side was 
battered in. 


At this point, Capt. Crews, the jailer, } 


and guards, assisted by some of the 
city police, turned a heavy stream of 
water on the crowd. It had no effect 
on their ardor. By this time, the 
crowd in the street around the jail had 
swelled to at least forty thousand. 

The people in the jail turned off the 
lights, leaving the entrance in darkness. 
The crowd quickly tore the headlights 
from some cable cars, and brought 
them to the scene. When the door 
leading to the jail office fell in, the 
guards inside began to fire. The en- 
raged mob did not hesitate, although 
two of their number received painful 
wounds. The guard was quickly over- 
powered, and, as the jailer would not 
give any information, the crowd started 
in search for Arate’s cell. 

When it was reached, it was quickly 
broken into. One of the mob with 
a knife ripped the murderer's abdomen. 
Others interfered and he was dragged 
out to the street, pulled up to the 
limb of a tree, and the body riddled 
with bullets. Finally the rope broke, 
and the bleeding body fell into the 
gutter with a splash. Some of tbe 
crowd yelled to burn it, but, finally, 
a number of men _ seized the rope 
and dragged the corpse by the neck 
through the mud into the heart of the 
business portion of the city. 

At Seventeenth and Curtis streets 
the body was again strung up to a 
telegraph pole, and it was a quarter 
of an hour before the police took it 
down and placed it in the morgue. 
The crowds then dispersed, a num-. 
ber of jail officiuls were badly by 
missiles thrown by the mob,

Three Inches of Rain in One 
Hour.

The Ranges Bright—A Canaigre Tannery—A 
$60,000 Sanitarium for Yuma—A 
Hellish Traffic—Killed With 
His Own Pistol. 


TUCSON, July 26.—The rainy season of 
Arizona outdid itself at Tempe last week. 
During the first hour 2.96 inches fell, the 
greatest official record of the Territory. 
The entire fall was 3.23 inches. A _ flood 
almost instantly rolled together. Wells 
caved in and several houses barely es- 
caped. The train from Phoenix fell into 
a washout resulting, and only the ex- 
treme length of the train averted a dis- 
aster that would have cost many lives. 
As it was, three carloads of hogs and a 
carload of .barley were smashed in a 
thousand pieces, while the tender is a 
total wreck and the engine disabled. The 
entire wreck is piled up in the embrasvre 
and will require the assistance of a 
wrecking train from the Southern Pacific 
to get them out. A _ relief train from 
Phoenix encountered another washout 
and stopped a mile and.a half from the 
wreck. Fortunately no one was seriously 


injured, but the ground is strewn with 
dead porkers, fourteen being killed in 
one car alone. Mexicans are herding the 


hogs in the desert, while the spilled bar- 
ley furnishes feed.

~ DEED OF TRUST, 


The University Directors 
Differed. 


Judge Van Dyke Outlines the 
Widney Case. 


Fourth Day of the Quon Toy Ying 
Murder Trial. 


Ponda, the Crook, Wants a New Trialon the 
Grounds That the Verdict Was Not in 
Accordance With Law and 
Evidence. 


Some time’ ago J. W. White com- 
menced suit against R. M. Widney, C. 
A. Warner, E. J. Curson, D. O. Milti- 
more and W. W. Widney, trustees un- 
der a certain deed executed in favor of 
the University of Southern California, 
to test the validity of the action of the 
officers named in abrogating the trust 
made by the execution of the deed re- 
ferred to. 

On the 2ist day of June, 1886, R. M. 
Widney. executed to six persons a deed 
of gift of an interest of $100,000 in the 
purchase price of the Rancho ex Mis- 
sion de San Fernando. The six trustees 
were authorized to exchange the deed 
or certificate, or any part thereof, in 
payment for lands in said ranch, which 


‘lands should be held or sold or con- 


veyed by the second parties on such 
terms and conditions as they might 
deem best, but they (the lands) should 
not be sold for less net per acre than 
the price per acre at which they were 
taken by said parties in exchange. 

The purpose of the conveyance was 
deciared to be for the establishment of 
a reserved endowment fund for the 
University of Southern California at 
West Los Angeles, the net income 
alone from which was to be used to 
aid the university in its departments. 

On or about August 1, 1887, the trus- 
tees exchanged a certificate mentioned 
in the deed for 680 acres of land in the 
San Fernando ranch, at the rate of 
$150 per acre. Only six and one-half 
acres of the land were afterwards dis- 
posed of. Several pieces were agreed 
to be sold, but the purchasers wer un- 
able or refused to carry out their con- 
tracts, and the lands were returned to 
the trustees and once more made a part 
of the trust property. Owing to the 
provision in the deed of trust, restrict- 
ing sales to the price at which the 
lands were received by the trustees in 
exchange for the certificate mentioned, 
and it being apparent that iands un- 
sold could not be disposed of at the 
price of $150 per acre, and there being 
no probability of the trustees realizing 
that amount, R. M. Widney, the donor, 
early in May of this year proposed to 
the trustees that if the trustees of the 
university would agree to the abroga- 
tion and extinguishment of the trust 
and would reconvey to him the prop- 
erty real and personal which remained 
unsold, except such as had already 
been applied to the uses of the univer- 
sity, he would convey back, free and 
discharged from the trust, certain por- 
tions, amounting to about one-half of 
the land received by the trustees and 
held by them, in exchange. The trus- 
tees accepted the proposition, and a 
majority of the board of directors of 
the university voted in favor of a reso- 
lution to that effect, Mr. White, how- 
ever, voting against the same, believ- 
ing that the board had no power to 
consent to such an arrangement. 

On this last-named ground he brought 
the suit to enjoin and restrain the de- 
fendants from carrying out the pro- 
posed plan of conveyance. The judge, 
in his opinion, took note of the 
fact that the action was in the nature 
of a friendly cause, differences of ideas 
having arisen among the trustees and 
directors of the university relative to 
the rights, powers and duties of the 
trustees under the deed of trust, and 
in relation to the management and dis- 
position of the property. 

The defendants had interposed a gen- 
eral demurrer to the complaJnt, in 
which they contended that the trust 
set forth was of a private nature, and 
upon the trust having become impos- 
sible of performance on account of the 
limit on the selling price, by the con- 
sent of the trustees and beneficiary it 
could be terminated as provided in the 
Civil Code. 

On the part of the plaintiff it was 
maintained that the trust was for a 
public charitable institution, and, as 
such, courts of equity had power to en- 
force it, and, in event of any attempt 
on the part of the trustees to abrogate 
it or defeat its operations, that they 
= interfere by injunction or other- 

e. 

By public ts it was understood 
such as wefe constituted for the bene- 
fit of either .the public at large or 
some considerable portion of it and an- 
swering a particular description. To 
this class belonged all trusts for chari- 
table purposes. But it was contended 
on the part of the defendant that the 
University of Southern California was 
the sole beneficiary. Although it was 
named as a beneficiary in the deed of 
trust,” it was apparent from the lan- 
guage of the deed and the purpose of 
the endowment that the ultimate bene- 
ficilaries were those who received and 
were to receive an education at the uni- 
versity. The university itself was a 
mere instrument to an end, which was 
the education of those who might ap- 
ply to it and be admitted for that pur- 
pose. ‘ But it was also claimed that the 
trust had become impossible of per- 
formance because the land that it held 
could not be sold for the price limited 
in the deed and that there was no prob- 
ability that it would ever bring that 
sum. 

In this case the purpose, as shown 
by the deed, was to carry into effect 
the general lawful charitable interest 
of endowing the university for the 
benefit of the students attending it. 
The gift, however, was an absolute one, 
the donor made no provision in the 
deed to the effect that the property 
should in any event revert to him. He 
parted with the title absolutely, and 
evidently intended that the trust prop- 
erty should be and remain a reserve 
endowment fund for educational pur- 
poses, confiding it to the discretion of 
the trustees named and their succes- 
sors. He (Widney) might have thought 
that the land for which the certificate 
was given would not depreciate, but 
this mistake in estimating its future 
value did not affect the main purpose 
of the donation and could not be re 
garded as a condition, a failure to com- 
ply with which would abrogate the 
trust. Where the particular scheme was 
impracticable it was in the power of a 
court of chancery to carry into effect 
the general lawful and charitable in- 
terest of the donor. 

The complaint stated such a case as 
to eall for the interposition of a court 
of equity to restrain the threatened re- 
vocation of the trust in question,.and it 
was the court’s opinion that the de- 
murrer should be overruled. When the 
case had been properly presented, the 
court, possessing the chancery powers 
shown would bé able to make a decree 
in regard to the execution of the trust 
as might be proper.

At 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon Ed-- 


ward Fonda, the youthful swindler who

in Department One for sentence, The 
defendant's counsel, C. E. Edgerton, 
Esq., came armed with a load of law 

ks from which he desired to read 
on authorities in support of a motion 
to set aside the verdict and grant a 
new trial. His argument was that in 
the verdict it was stated that the de- 
fendant was found guilty as charged, 
which was erroneous, as he believed 
that the charge, if any, should have 
been larceny instead of false pretenses. 
The court did not seem to be of the 
same mind, bnt deferred time for 
ing sentence, taking the matter of the 
motion under advisement. 

NO NEW EVIDENCE. 

Nothing of interest or new in the 
way of evidence was brought out yes- 
terday in the trial of the Chinese mur- 
derer, Quon Toy Ying. The courtroom 
and lobby of Department One were 
crowded most of the time during both 
the morning and afternoon sessions, but 
the persons who gathered were prin- 
cipally the heathen representatives of 
the two Chinatown factions, one of 
which is engaged in Yirng’s defense, and 
the other in the prosecution. Wong 
Chee, the agent for the Six Companies 
in this city, was conspicuous among the 
latter as he sat between the assistant 
counsel and closely eyed each witness 
called to the stand. 

Ah Toy, who resides in Pasadena, 
testified that he first met Ying on the 
day after the murder. He was walking 
along a estreet in Pasadena, when he 
was met by the defendant, who called 
out in Chinese, ‘Countryman, can you 
tell me where I can get a pair of 
shoes?”’ The witness had directed him 
to a shoe store near by, where Ying 
purchased the desired articles of foot- 
wear, and then went down the street 
in the opposite direction. 

Constable Slater then told how he 
had noticed the actions of the strange 
Chinaman, and had followed him about 
until he was satisfied that Ying was 
the man wanted for the murder, when 
he placed him under arrest. 

Thus far, the trial has brought forth 
simply a repetition of the story as 
given at length at the time of the pre- 
liminary examination. 

TIMBER-CUTTERS DISCHARGED. 

In the United States District Court 
yesterday Perry Olmstead, W. 5S. 
Melick, J. T. Clausen, E. 8. Foote and 
W. Fisher pleaded guilty to unlaw- 
fully cutting timber on thirty-seven 
and a half*acres of government land 
near Lancaster. in this county. The 
defendants demanded their statutory 
right to purchase the denuded land at 
$2.50 per acre, and to be released from 
further prosecution. The court so or- 
dered. 

It seems that several months ago the 
defendants, who are all reputable citi- 
zens, started in to supply themselves 
and neighbors with lumber, which was 
cut from the mountains in the north- 
ern part of this county. They had 
written to the Secretary of the Inter- 
ior for permission, which was refused, 
but the Washington authorities stated 
that in cases where the timber was to 
be used by parties for purposes of im- 
provement and not for general barter 
and trade, the department would look. 
atitinavery lenient light. With this 
implied consent, as the defendants un- 
derstood it, they committed the offense 
as above noted.

Case 


Judge Ross of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court has handed down an elabor- 
ate opinion of fourteen pages of type- 
writer, overruling the demurrer in the 
case of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, complainant, vs. Juana C. 
Araiza, respondent, with leave to the 
defendant to answer within the usual 
time. 

The land in controversy in this suit 
having been entered by the defendant 
Araiza as a homestead, and a patent 
having been issued to her by the Gov- 
ernment, the complainant seeks to ob- 
tain a decree that the title thus con- 
veyed is held in trust for it. Thesource 
of the complainant's alleged right rests 
in a Congressional grant, the act of 
March 3, 1871 (186 U.S. Statutes at 
Large, p. 529.) 

The case is an important one, affect- 
ing a large amount of land in Southern 
California, and the final result will be 
awaited with much interest.

All this sort of thing is not done for 
love, The Southern Pacific is evidently 
expending a large amount of money in 
endeavoring to work up a favorable 
sentiment for Santa Monica as a har- 
bor site, in atlvance of the visit of the 
Senatorial committee. The fact that 
it considers it necessary to do this will 
be taken in many quarters as an ad- 
mission that its cause needs bolster- 
ing up.

Much Ado About Nothing. 

France is evidently determined to 
push matters to a crisis in Siam with- 
out losing time. The blockade of the 
coast is about to begin, and the Rrench 
Minister has already left the capital. 

The actual cause of the quarrel is 
very insignificant. It is attributed to 
M. de Lanessan, the French resident- 
general, who sent an armed force to 
occupy Khong, an island in the Me- 
kong, not very far from the Cambodian 
frontier. This post is important, as it 
commands the rapids which break the 
navigation of the river. This force was 
fired upon by some of the Laotian 
frontiersmen, and though Siam dis- 
claimed any responsibility and made 
some very sensible proposals, this occa- 
sion was eagerly seized upon by the 
French, who thus obtained the desired 
pretext for a serious “rectification” of 
their frontier. 

Siam, of course, cannot dream: of op- 
posing a power like France without as- 
sistance from outside sources. Though, 
with all the dependencies, Siam is twice 
as large as France, it has only about 
6,000,000 inhabitants, and no army to 


speak of, while the navy consists of a“ 


few fair gunboats with foreign officers. 

America would be sorry to see Siam 
suffer without any cause. The people 
are hospitable, amiable and industrious. 
The King has shown himself to be a 
very liberal monarch, and has treated 
Americans with great respect and kind-- 
ness. A great nation like the French 
might be engaged in better work than 
in crushing such a small and inoffen- 


sive power, which has done them no 
harm,

SPRING DUCK SHOOTING. 


A Vigorous Protest Against the Change in 
the Game Laws. 

Count von Schmidt. one of the most 
enthusiastic sportsmen in Southern 
California, has addressed the following 
petition to the Board of Supervisors 
of “Orange County. The document 
speaks for itself: 

“TUSTIN CITY (Orange county,) 

“July 24, 1893. 

“To the Honorable Board of Super- 
visors of San Diego County: I have 
just readin the Los Angeles Times of 
July 24 that your board has changed 
the game law of the State in your dis- 
trict, extending the time for killing 
ducks to May 15 instead of March 1. 
In the eyes of every true sportsman 
this extension must be considered a 
most deplorable step backward. 

“TIT really believe that there is no 
other part of the globe where the total 
extermination of game is so seriously 
threatened as in the United States, 
and that the time is not far distant 
when we will be obliged to import from 
Europe game to populate again our 
deserted woods, fields and marshes. 


“Game is a very important factor in. 


national economy, and we can ill afford 
to be deprived of it, especially as we 
own such vast territories of unproduc- 
tive land that can support great quan- 
tities of game without trespassing on 
our agricultural interests. 

“Ever sportsman ought to know 
that nothing is so destructive to the 
propagation, and therefore to the 
preservation, of game as spring shoot- 
ing. I have: found nests of mallard 
ducks hatched early in March, and am 
positive that all ducks that breed in 
Southern Californi are laying and 
setting in March and April. I approve 
of the last change in our law, giving 
the sportsman the additional month of 
September for duck shooting, as ‘this 
will enable him to get some of the 
young bifds that are bred here before 
they migrate; but please do consider 
and revoke your decision in regard to 
epring shooting, as it is not only cruel 
and barbarous, but a disgrace to the 
American sportsman.

A, RECKLESS CHAMPION OF THE SOUTH, 

LONG BEACH, July 25.—(To the Ed- 
itor of The Times.) Will you permit a 
“growl? from this place of consummate 
delights? The Chautauqua Assembly, 
now in session, has been a great success 
in its courses of Jectures. Jahu de Witt 
Miller is incomparable; Dr. Kent is 
good; the music is fair; the cooking 
lectures are par excellence; Dr. La Mar 
is entertaining, and mainly has given a 
fair statement of his case. We, how- 
ever, enter'a decided protest on two 
points in last night’s lecture as a par- 
tisan presentation and calculated to un- 
dulv ortasinges the people of the North. 


His statement that colored people are 
not permitted in hotels or on cars, or 
inthe public schools in the North, is 
true only where a Southern sentiment 
exists which discriminates against the 
negro. In Omaha, the place cited by 
him, there is a large Southern element, 
and as a consequence hotels necessarily 
discriminate. So, also, is it true in re- 
spect to schools. Only and always it is 
or a foreigner who objects 
© the admission of colored pupi 

schools of the North. ee 

In the case of Prof. Ensley, a colored 
man of Boston, cited py him as having 
been refused admission to the hotels of 
Omaha, and as being provided for by 
himself, why was he not fair enough to 
admit that in Boston no such discrimi- 
nation would have been made? 

We protest, also, against his declara- 
tion that the South is universally loyal 
to the marriage bond as against the 
North. We grant that divorces are 
fewer, but the mulattoes, young and 
old, of the entire South, as may be 
witnessed today, tell a story more con- 
vincing than records of courts on di- 
vorce cases. It is not true that the 
South is the paragon of virtue, and the 
North a hotbed of lust, as conceived by 
the eloquent speaker. 

It seems to usa shame that such rep- 
resentations should be allowed to pass 
unchallenged by the great assembly of 
Chautauqua. His speech was a burning 
insult to the North. He knows well 
that if one from the North should go 
south of Mason and Dixon’s line with 
such imputations against the Southern 
people, he would be mobbed and driven 
from the country forthwith.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Regular Weekly Bulletin for Southern Cali<« 
fornia. 

Following is the regular weather bul- 
letin of the Southean California 
Weather Service for the week ending 
July 24: 

Very warm weather prevailedin all the 
districts, culminating on Friday with a 
close, sultry condition of the atmosphere 
and local rain of wide extent. Thunder 
storms occurred in the mountains, with 
heavy rains in the San Jacinto range. 
Heavy lecal showers fell in the San Gabriel 
Valley, causing slight damage to drying 
apricots, hay and grain inthe flelds. Else- 
where the rains were light and the damage 
immaterial. ‘ 

The temperature ranged above the aver- 
age, the daily excess at Los Angeles being 
two degrees and at San Diego one degree. 

Grain-threshing continues, with a larger 
yield in some localities than expected. 
Large shipments are being made, though 
some grain is being stored, in expectation 
of better prices. 

The demoral‘#= money market in the 
Eastern States -pearsto have an effect 
upon the dried-fruit trade. A Riverside 
exchange states that an order for two car- 
loads of dried apricots, which were ready 
for shipment, was canceled, owing to the 
dificulty of getting money from the banks, 
Following are detailed reports: 

San Luis Obispo city: Three foggy morn- 
ings occurred, the remainder of the week 
was warm and clear. Threshing continues 
and gr@in is turning out better than ex- 


| pected- 


‘Ventifa cqunty—Hueneme: Close, hot 
weather prevailed, with lightning in the 
mountains. Nothing has impaired the fine 
condition of beans and corn. Hay is baled, 
but there is no demand tor it; threshing 
has begun. 

Los Angele’ county—Lancaster: Harvest 
is still in full blast. A steady rain fell for 
several hours Thursday afternoon in the 
center of the valley; on Friday it showered 
off and on all day and was better distrib- 
uted. There are no reports of serious dam. 
age. Verdugo: A lively shower fell Fri- 
day, doing nodamage The apricot crop 
is about all gathered except a few Moor. 
parks. Early Crawford peaches are ripen- 
ing in some localities. Raspberries are 
abundant. Pasadena: General thunder 
storms in the mountains culminated on the 
morning of the 21st in heavy local show- 
ers. Seven-tenths of an inch of rain fell 
within two miles of this station, over an 
inch felleast of us; but here we had only 
.01 of aninch. The fruit-dryers were unpre. 
pared for it and lost some fruit: grain 
lying in the fields was slightly damaged, 
Peaches are coming on finely. Duarte: 
The rain of the 21st, amounting to .49 of 
aninch, was somewhat unusual and un- 
looked for, and it slightly injured baled 
hay and drying fruit. Covina: The 
weather was variable. The first of the 
week was very warm with plenty of breeze; 
Friday was ushered in with clouds and .56 
of aninch of rain, and the day was very 
suitry, like Eastern weather; Saturday was 
tne same. Hay, grain and berries were 
slightly injured by the rain. Pomona: 
Very light rain fellon the morning of the 
20th, doing no harm, The apricot crop is 
about all gathered and dried, excepta 
small percentage shipped fresh. Prices 
ranged from $18 to$25 per ton, andthe 
whole yield amounted to about 850 tons. 
The peach harvest has begun on early va- 
rietes and the crop is good. 

Riverside county—Riverside: The rainfall 
Friday amounted to one-third of an inch, 
but did not damage cropsto any extent, 
There is talk among the producers ot apri- 
cota and honey of storing thecrop until bet- 
ter prices prevail. Banning: The quality of 
the apricot crop was above the ayerage this 
season, and all except the late varieties 
were dried at home. Winchester: Rain 
fell Friday night, but not enough to do 
damage. Apiarists report that the honey 
crop will not reach expectations. Alessan. 
dro: Itis estimated that the grain ship. 
ments trom this valley will be somewhat 
over 140,000 sacks. Elsinore: A light 
shower of rain fell, but did no damage. 

Orange county—Tustin: A few dried 
apricots were sold the past week at 10 
cents, but generally there are no buyers in 
the field. 

San Diego county—Palomar: The hay 
crop is good; stock is in fine condition. 
Several young orchards are bearing mod- 
erately for the first yield. Escondido: 
The threshing outfits and headers are hav- 
ing a lively time in the Escondido Valley 


ers and about twenty-five headers at work. 
San Diego city: Fruit drying is progress- 
ing rapidly. The weather is all that could 
be desired. Apricots are becoming scarce; 
grapes have appeared in market, but not 
in great quantities. All other kinds of 
fruits are abundant. A trace of rain fell 
on the 20th.

A Talk With Attorney Gibbons- South Pasa- 
dena Wins Its Suit Street Paving 
Obstructionists—Personal Notes 
and Brev ities. 


The Times reporter had atalk on Wednes- 
Gav with Attorney Gibbon of the Terminal 
road relative te’ the prebable course the 


railroad oficiais will pursue in the matter 
of lowering the existing passenger rates 
between Pasadena and Los Angeles. Inthe 
summer of the-Oouncil granted the 
roadafranchise torun upthe alley be- 
tween HNaymond and Fair Oaks avenues 


from Raymond Station north to Kansas 
This franchise fixed 25 cents asthe 
maximum rate of fare between Pasadena 
andthe Terminal station in Los Angeles, 
and <0 cents for a single fare. , 

The road was then controlled by Capt. 
John Crossand a party of capitalists repre- 
sented by him. The following year it 
passed into the handsof the Los Angeles 
‘rerminal company, who continued to op- 
erate iL over the old Altadena road, instead 
ot building a new trackupthe alley. Later 
a tranchise was granted the Terminal com- 
pany to build and operate a branch line 
trom a junction with the Altadena track 
at Kansas streetto a poimtin the rear of 
the Arcade Block on West Colorado street, 
where the station was located. 

inthe spring of 1891 the railroad off. 
cials asked the Councilto grant a change 
in the franchise, permitting them to charge 
85 cents for around trip. to Los Angeles, 
They argued that the road.could jot be 
made to pay under the old rates without 


street. 


seriously impairing the eficiency of the 
train service. Indeed, it was stated that 
the road had sunk a considerable amount 
of money every month it had been oper- 
ated. The proposed measure naturally 
stirred up a lively rumpus. The public 
generally opposed any raise in rates, and 


it was only after the hottest kind of a 
fight that the Council deemed it best to 
“rant the railroad the desired concession, 
the time of such privilege, however, being 
limited to two vears. The advanced rates 
wentinto effect July 25, 1891, On July 
"5, 1893, which happened to be last Tues. 
gay, the City Clerk, by instruction of the 
Council, notified the railroad officials that 
the two years had expired, and that an 
immediate reduction in rates to the old 
standard would be expected. The reporter 
called on Attorney Gibbon to find out what 
the officials proposed to do about it. 

Mr. Gibbon didn't know exactiy. ‘“Gen- 
eral Manager Burnett,’ he said, ‘is East, 
and no action will be taken until he returns. 


CALIFORNI 


Much will dependon the outcome of the 
suit brought by the South Pasadena officials 
against the Terminal sccompany, which is 
now pending before Judge Shaw.” This 
suit, Mr. Gibbon explained, is an action 
brought to compel the railroad to reduce 
its rates begjween South Pasadena and Los 
Angeles te the former figures. A decision 
will applv directly to the local situation, 
and the only inference that could be drawn 
from the attorney's remarks was that the 
question of lower rates in Pasadena de- 
pends largely on Judge Shaw's decision in 
the South Pasadena case. 

When questioned concerning the pro- 
visions ot the franchise under which the 
roadis now operating in Pasadena, Mr. 
Gibbon explained that the franchise of the 
old Altadena road, which was purchased 
about a year ago by the Terminal Company, 
contains no rate restrictions, but that from 
Columbia street, where the road crosses 
the city limits, to a short distance north of 
Raymond station the track runs over 
ground covered by the alley franchise. 
This practically gives the city control of 
the situation. There was nothing in Mr. 
Gibbon’s remarks to indicate anything but 
an amicable settlement between the city 
and railroad will be reached as soon as 
Manager Burnett returns, unless, per- 
chance, the railroad wins the South Pasa- 
dena suit. 

Just prior to sending in this report news 
reached here to the effect that Judge Shaw 
handed down an opinion Wednesday sus. 
taining the South Pasadena side of the 
Judge Shaw 
holds that the citv has the power to regu- 
late the rates of fare to be charged by a 
railroad company when granting a fran. 
chise, and that the railroad company by 
breaking the terms of the contract as to 
rates has forfeited the right-of-way granted 
by the franchise. This opinion, of course, 
will have an important bearing on the 
Pasadena case, and a return to the old 
rates may cont.dently be expected. 

WRAT IS HE HERE FOR‘ 

Attorney C. T. H. Palmer of Oakland has 
spent the past two days at the City Clerk's 
office looking up the records in the street 
paving matter, and the question is begin. 
ning to be asked with considerable fre. 
quency, *‘ What is he here for!" 

It does not require a mathematical mind 
to figure out that there are just three par- 
interested in having Mr. 
tiaws in the records— 
namely. the N. P. Perine Paving Company 
of San Francisco, which has been awarded 
the contract for the work; the City Coun- 
cil, which wants to have the work done, 
and a certain set of citizens, who do not 
want the work done. Mr. Palmer is cer- 
tainly notemployed by the city and from 
certain remarks made by him it looks as if 
he had not been sent here by the Perine 
Paving Company, 80 that it requires no 
stretch of the imagination to 
that he is in the employ of Pas- 
adena property - owners, who are 
seeking by all possible means to pre. 
vent further progress in this important 
matter. Mr. Palmer declines to tell who 
his clients are. Me savs, however, that he 
has been instructed to keep mum on the 
result of his investigations until he has re- 
ported to his clieats. 

The above may prove to be merely sur- 
mise, but the chances are future develop- 
ments will prove the correctness of all that 
has been stated. While a number of the 
interested property owners, to say nothing 
ot the great body of citizeus favor paving 
the streets this summer, itis a well-known 
fact that there are those who oppose the 
measure, some because they favor other 
material than is called for in the specifica- 
tions. 

The Council has used every effort to com- 
ply with the wishes of-a majority of the 
property-owners in the matter of specitica- 
tions, the contract has been awarded on 
satisfactory terms, and if it happens that 
obstructions are thrown in the way so as 
to prevent the carrying out of this creat 
public improvement this summer, the in- 
stigators thereof will surely % called to 
public account.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


The School Fund Matter Causing Much 
Fecling. 
It became known to Commissioners 
John G. North and W. 8S. Wise, for Riv- 
erside county, that Treasurer Truman 
Reeves of San Bernardino county would 
pay to County School Superintendent 
Lyman Gregory the $5000 of State school 
money due this county, if the joint com- 
mission would state to him that he could 
legally do so. Superintendent Gregory 
has a properly drawn warrant, issued by 
the Auditor of San Bernardino upon the 
Treasurer, upon an order properly certi- 
fied, issued by Superintendent of Schools 
Beattie of San Bernardino, So Com- 
missioners North and Wise called upon 
Treasurer Reeves, and found him ready 
to pay upon an order from the commis- 


sion. Commissioner H. M. Barton, chair- 
man, was then asked to summons the 


commission, and take action in the mat- 
ter. Mr. Barton, though chairman of the 
commission, with power to call the mem- 
bers together, refused to act until he 
consulted Mr. Brown, the other San 
Bernardino member. The latter advised 
that no meeting be called for the pur- 
pose, stating that the “‘schoolmarms” can 
wait for their money just as well as 
other people, and there is no necessity 
of hurrvine this matter ahead of the reg- 
ular work of the commission, ete. And 
now Riversiders are as mad as wet hens. 
They declare that, though this act is 
eminently in keeping with the grasping 
nature of the San Bernardino people, 
there seems to be even less excuse for 
this action than others, for the reason 
that the funds they are now holding are 
State school moneys, apportioned accord- 
ing to the school population, not subject 
to variation from the sum named by any 
act the commissioners may commit, and 
received by the San Bernardino authori- 
ties simply in trust, to be transmitted at 
once to the Riverside authorities. It is 
declared that the action of the San Ler- 
nardino people in refusing to pay over 
the cash is due solely to the desire of the 
San Bernardino banks to hold the money 
in their possession as long as possible, as 
available for use, together with an in- 
satiable desire to harass Hiverside as 
much as possible. It is now_ probable 
that suit will be begun to mandamus the 
San Bernardino County Treasurer to com- 
pel him to hand over the cash.

Meeting of Depositors of the Con- 
solidated Bank. 


The Franchise Granted the Phoenix Road— 
An Ordi e Régulating Bicyclists 
Passed That Causes 
Much Kicking. | 


S. J. Black, the nervy man who 
hunted Evans and Sontag for months, 
and who was badly wounded by them, 
is now at his. home in this city, and 
is rapidly recovering. A few months 
ago neighbors were suspicious of him 
and his family, because none knew 
where he obtained his money. He -did 
not work here, but was away most of 
the time, coming*home only at long in- 
tervals. It Was thought he must be 
engaged in some illegal enterprises. 
But since it h§s become known what 
he had been ddjig, he has become a 
genuine hero among all neighbors. 

A meeting of depositors of the Con- 
solidated Bank was called for the 
Chamber of Commerce on Wednesday, 
the object being to talk over the sit- 
uation, and, if possible, to devise ways 
and means to assist in reopening the 
bank. There are still over four hun- 
dred depositors who have not ‘‘signéd’ 
the agreements to accept deposits in 
installments, and until most of these 
sign, it will be difficult te open the in- 
stitution. 

George Beermaker and H. A. Har- 
baugh of the National City Record, 
who were taken to Marin county to an- 
Swer to a charge of criminal libel 
brought by George Monteith, have re- 
turned. James Cochrane, District’ At- 
torney of Marin county, is here to 
collect evidence concerning the case. 

Considerable dissatisfaction has been 
expressed over the action of the Board 
of Supervisors in granting to the San 
‘Diego and Phoenix Railway a right-of- 
way along National avenue, from Na- 
tional City to Otay, a distance of four 
or five miles. National avenue is a 
fine Street, 100 feet wide, the only high- 
way leading from San Diego and Na- 
tional City to the head of the bay. 
Messrs. Reed and Carlson, promoters of 
the Phoenix road, declare that the fran- 
chise was necessary in order to enable 
them to fight the San Diege Land and 
Town Company, which has been ob- 
Structing the road to the utmost. 
Should the avenue be occupied by rail- 
road tracks, one of the finest drives im 
the country would be ruined. 
Supervisors granted the franchise unan- 
imously. Warren Kimball protested, 
but: without avail. Should the Phoenix 
road be built to Yuma, the franchise 
just granted would be immensely valu- 
able; but it was given for $30. Still, if 
it will materially help ,the enterprise 
along, people will be satisfied. 

Bicycle riders were thrown into a 
State of indignation on Tuesday by the 
Council passing, on Monday night, an 
ordinance requiring all wheels to be 
equipped with bells or whistles in the 
daytime, and. with lanterns at night, 
the bell to be sounded every hundred 
feet. Bicyclists do not object to, but 
favor, a reasonable ordinance requiring 
the use of bells, and restraining riders 
from occupying sidewalks, but the pro- 
vision that they must keep the bells 
ringing all the time is so unreasonable 
that nearly all conclude that the or- 
dinance was not drawn by any mem- 
ber of the Council, but by some person 
prejudiced against wheeling. Riders 
are indignant that the Board of Dele- 
gates should have passed the ordinance 
without any consideration whatever. 
Bicyclists are quite numerous here, and 
are influential. The Board of Aldermen 
on Tuesday night postponed action in 
order to give cyclists time to present 
their side of the case, and to prepare 
an acceptable ordinance. 5

SAN BERNARDINO. 
The Situation in Regard to tne 
School Funds. 


No Occasion for Any Uncasiness on the Part 
of Riverside—A!ll Money Matters to 
Be Settled at the Proper 
Time. 


The frenzy into which the Riverside 
people have apparently worked themselves 
over the matter of the date upon which 
State school funds shall be turned over 
from this county to Riverside county, is 
the cause of a great deal of amusement 
among the citizens of San Bernardino 
county. When Treasurer Reeves refused 
to honor the warrant for the 4/00 cash 
said to be due Riverside county, pre- 
sented to him for cashing by the Super- 
intendent of Schools of Riverside county, 
he acted advisedly, having consulted the 
District Attorney in the matter. The 
members of the commission from. this 
county concur in the opinion “of the Dis- 
trict Attorney, in that this commission 
was appointed expressly for the adjust- 
ment of the finances of the two counties 
in their relation to each other, in which 
duty the school funds clearly fall. #fhe 
road moneys, school moneys and general 
fund, as they are affected by the division 
of the county, all come under the same 
head, and avhen the report of the com- 
mission is made they should all be settled 
at one and the same time, and for all 
time. The schools are not in session 
now, and there is no special reason why 
these funds should be divided now any 
more than any other, and if the exact 
amount to go to Riverside should 
ascertained and paid over, any other par- 
ticular portion of the work might with 
equal propriety be executed and the funds 

id to one or the other county as might 

determined, thus keeping a constant 
transfer of funds back and forth between 
the two counties. 

Commissioner Joseph Brown says that 
State Superintendent of Schools Ander- 
son is undoubtedly well aware of the con- 
tract existing between the two counties, 
as made by their authorized representa- 
tives at Sacramento dyring the division 
fight, in which it was stipulated that Riv- 
erside shall practically receive none of the 
funds from this county, and for that rea- 
son sent the school money to San Ber- 
nardino county. The committee, consist- 
ing of H. M. Barton for this and J. G. 
North for Riverside county, is at work 
collecting and arranging the data for the 
settlement between the counties, and in 
this settlement all the finances are to be 
taken into consderation, and the funds to 
be paid are to be paid all at once, to Riv- 
erside if this county owes, and to San 
Bernardino if Riverside is the debtor. 

LIQUOR LICENSES REVOKED. 

The wholesale liquor licenses of Henry 
Sellman and A. Carleson of Cuca~ 
monga have been revoked by the super- 
visors upon complaint and recommenda- 
tion of License Collector Richardson. 
Evidence showed that these men, having 
wholesale licenses only, have violated the 
ordinance by selling in quantities less 
than one quart, by selling liquor to be 
drank — the premises, and by selling 
on Sunday. People of Cucamonga com- 
plained that they sold to intoxicated per- 
sons and their houses were disorderly. It 
seems they wished for a $ license to do 
a business requiring .$40 a month.

In this way every member of the 
association receives the same price for 
his crop, and as they have made a rep- 
utation now for raising as fine nuts as 
are raised in the State, each member 
has a certain pride in the matter and 
delivers his crop in the best of shape.

A differ- 
ent seat had also been put on. 

Field endeavored at the time to ex- 
plain that he was dealing in bicycles, 
and had purchased this one in that way. 
He was, however, locked up.

He 
(Field) gave as a reason for this that he 
was engaged in the wheel business and 
wished to get such numbers so as to 
guard against purchasing wheels that 
hd been stolen, and also that he might 

d the police in recovering stolen ones. 

After completing the taking of testi- 
monv for the prosecution the attorneys 
for the defense made a strong plea that 
the defendant should be now: released. 
They argued that there Had not been 
sufficient testimony offered against him 
to compel him to offer evidence for his 
defense. 

The court overruled the plea. The 
examination will be continued this 
morning,
